s.o. 440(E).— 'Whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967(37 of 1967), declared the National Democratic 
Front of Boroland (NDFB) to be an Unlawful association vide 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home affairs 
number S.O. 1043 (E), dated the 23 rd November, 2000 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said notification); 


And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 5 of the said Act, constituted vide 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs 
number S.O. 1121 (E), dated the 15 th December, 2000, the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, consisting of Justice Shri Cyriac Joseph 
Judge of Delhi High Court; 


And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the said Act, referred the said 
notification to the said Tribunal on the 15 vh December, 2000, for the 
purpose of adjudicating whether or not there was sufficient cause for 
declaring the said association as unlawful; 


And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (3) of section 4 of the said Act, made an order on the 15 th 
May, 2001, confirming the declaration made in the said notification; 


Now, therefore, in pursuance of sub-section (4) of section 4 of the 
said Act, the Central Government hereby publishes the said order of the 
said Tribunal namely:-

( 1 ) In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (i) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as 'the 
Act') the Central Government issued a notification S.O. 
1043(E) dated 23rd November, 2000 declaring the National 
Democratic Front of Boroland to be an unlawful association. 
According to the said notification the Bodo Security Force 
since rechristened as National D im'or.itic Front of Boroland 
(hereinafter referred to as the NDFB) has as its professed 
aim, the "Liberation" of Bodoland resulting in bringing 
about the secession of the said areas from India, in 
alliance with other armed secessionist organizations of the 
North East Region and to carry on struggle for the national 
liberation of Indo-Burma Region in alliance with 
like-minded organisations of that regional and thereby, the 
secession of Bodoland from India. The Central Government 
is of the opinion that the NDFB has : 


(i) indulged in various illegal and violent 


activities 


intended to disrupt or which disrupt the 
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sovereign and territorial integrity of India in furtherance 
of its objective of achieving a separate Bodoland; 

(ii) aligned itself with other unlawful 

organisations like the United Liberation Front of Asom 
(ULFA) and National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) to 
create a separate Bodoland; and 

(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, 
engaged in several unlawful and violent activities during 
the period when it had been declared as an unlawful 
association, thereby undermining the authority of the 
Government and spreading terror and panic among the people. 

The Central Government is further of the opinion that the 
violent activities of NDFC include:- 

(i) large scale violent and 

incidents including 171 killings attributed to 
during the period from 23-11-98 to 30-6-2000; 

(ii) indulging in extortions of money from 
businessmen, government officials and other civilians in 
addition to acts of kidnapping for ransom with a view to 
finance and execute plans for creation of a separate 
Bodoland;

the NDFB 
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(iii) embarking on a systematic drive for 
recruitment of fresh cadres and revamping the district, 
anchalik and sakha committees, while continuing its 
terrorist and insurgency activities; 

(iv) publishing clandestine magazines 
highlighting the goal of the outfit and alleging 
exploitation by the Central Government and inciting the 
people to join the so-called liberation struggle thereby 
subverting their loyalties; 

(v) instructing its cadres to compile the 
list of police informers/government collaborators to 
identify targets for retaliatory action against them; 

(vi) carnage and ethnic violence resulting in 
killings, destruction of property and exodus of thousands 
of non-Bodos inhabiting in Bodo dominated areas in Assam 
from Bongaigaon and Barpeta districts with a view to spread 
panic and insecurity among non-Bodos and forcing them to 
migrate from Bodo areas; 

(vii) establishing camps and hideouts across 
the country's border to carry out its secessionist 


activities; 
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(viii) obtaining assistance from anti-Inc' 
forces in other countries to procure arms, and other 
assistance in their struggle for creation of a separate 
Bodoland etc. 

The Central Government is also of the opinion that for the 
aforesaid reasons, the activities of the NDFB are 
detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity of India and 
that it is an unlawful association. 

(2) The Central Government was also of the 
opinion that unless the unlawful activities of the NDFB 
were kept under control, the organisation might re-group 
and, re-arm itself, make fresh recruitments, indulge in 
violent, terrorist and secessionist activities, collect 
funds etc. and endanger life of innocent citizens and 
security forces personnel and that circumstances did exist 
which rendered it necessary to declare the NDFB as an 
unlawful association with immediate effect. The Central 
Government was also of the opinion that having regard to 
the activities of the NDFB mentioned above and to meet the 
sustained and ever increasing violence committed by the 
outfit in the recent past, against the police, the armed 
forces and the civilians, it was necessary to declare the 
NDFB to be an unlawful association with immediate effect.

Therefore, in the above mentioned notification dated 23rd 
November, 2000, the Central Government, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to Sub-section (3) of 
Section 3 of the Act, directed that the said notification 
shall, subject to any order that may be made under Section 
4 of the Act, have effect from the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette. The said notification dated 23rd 
November, 2000 was published in the Gazette of India (Extra 
Ordinary) dated 23rd November, 2000. Thus the said 
notification came into effect on 23rd November, 2000. 

(3) By a subsequent notification SO 1121(E) 
dated 15th December, 2000 issued under Sub-section (1) of 
Section 5 of the Act, the Central Government constituted 
this Tribunal for the purpose of adjudicating whether or 
not there is sufficient cause for declaring the NDPB as 
unlawful association. In the first sitting of the Tribunal 
on 12-01-2001 notice under Sub-section (2) of Section 4 of 
the Act was issued to the NDFB returnable on 2nd March, 
2001. It was also directed that notice shall be served by 
publication in one issue of North East Times (English), 
Sentinel (English) and Dainik Asom (Assamees) as well as by 
broadcasting on Radio and Television. It was further 
directed that notice shall also be served by affixing a 
copy thereof at some conspicuous part of the office, if 
any, of NDFB and also by pasting the same on the Notice 
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Board in the office of each District Magistrate/TehsiIdar 
at the Headquarters of the District/Tehsi1, wherever 
possible. Pursuant to the order dated 12-01-01 of the 
Tribunal, the Central Government a3 well as the Government 
of Assam (hereinafter referred to as 'the State 
Government') filed affidavits regarding service of notice 
under Sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the Act. However it 
was noticed that even though the direction was to publish 
the notice in one issue of North East Times (English), 
Sentinel (English) and Dainik Asom (Assamees), the notice 
was in fact published in Assam Tribune (English), Sentinel 
(English) and Amar Asom (Asamees). Therefore, on 2-3-2001 
the Tribunal directed that notice shall be published also 
in North East Times (English) and Dainik Asom (Asamees) 
returnable on 7-4-2001. In compliance with the said order 
dated 2-3-2001 notice was published in the North East Times 
(English) and Dainik Asom (Asamees) on 4—3—2001. Necessary 
a ffidavit regarding the service of the notice through 
publication was filed by Shri Jitender Bir Singh, Director 
(Assam), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India. 

(4) In spite of service of notice as stated 
above, the NDFB did not appear before the Tribunal or file 
any objection. The Central Government and the State 
Government appeared and sought permission to file 
affidavits by way of evidence. Permission was granted to 
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the Central Government and the State Government to file 
affidavits by way of evidence. Thereupon Shri G.K. 
Kalitha, Joint Secretary, Government of Assam, Shri R.D. 
Baruah, Superintendent of Police, SOU, SB Headquarters,

of Home Affairs, Government of India and Shri Jitender Bir 
Singh, Director (Assam), Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India filed affidavits by way of evidence. 
By order dated 7-4-2001 the Central Government and the 
State Government were directed to produce their witnesses 
on 11-1-2001 for recording evidence. Accordingly Shri P.C. 
Neog, Superintendent of Police, Barpeta (PW1), Shri A. 
Tankha, Superintendent of Police, Nalbari (PW2), Shri M.P. 
Gupta, Superintendent of Police, Darrang (PW3), Shri Anil 
Phukan, Superintendent of Police, Kokrajhar (PW4), Shri 
P.K. -Das, Superintendent of Police, Sonitpur (PW5), Shri 
G.P. Singh, Superintendent of Police, City Guwahati (PW6), 
Shri P.D. Goswami, Superintendent of Police, Railway, 
Pandu (PW7), Shri R.D. Baruah, Superintendent of Police, 
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SOU, SB Headquarters, Kahilipara (PW8), Shri G.K. Kalita, 
Joint Secretary, Government of Assam (PW9) and Shri 
Jitender Bir Singh, Director (Assam), Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India (PW10) appeared as witnesses 
before the Tribunal on 11-1-2001 and evidence was recorded. 
In their depositions, the witnesses confirmed the 
statements contained in the affidavits filed by them. 
Nobody appeared on behalf of the NDFB and nobody 
cross-examined the witnesses. 

(5) From the materials placed on record and 
the evidence adduced on behalf of the Central Government 
and the State Government it is seen that the Bodo Security 
Force, rechristened' as National Democratic Front of' 
Boroland (NDFB) was formed in 1986 with the avowed aim and 
objective of liberating Bodo inhabited areas of Assam .from 
India and to form an independent nation through armed 
struggle. It continues to adhere to its ideology 
assiduously. In furtherance of the objectives of a 
separate Bodoland through armed struggle, NDFB has been 
committing several crimes like killings of civilians and 
security forces/police personnel, extortions and 
kidnappings. The aims and objectives of NDFB are (i) to 
liberate Bodoland with armed struggle for maintaining 
distinct identity and civilization of Bodos; (ii) to 
transform Bodos into a democratic socialist society to 
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promote liberty, equality and fraternity; (iii) to free 
Bodo nation from socio-political and economic exploitation, 
oppression, suppression and colonization; and (iv) to 
struggle for national liberation of Indo-Burma region in 
alliance of the oppressed aboriginal nationalities of the 
region. Since its inspection, the NDFB in pursuance of its 
secessionist objective has been indulging in large scale 
terrorist violence in the Bodo-inhabited areas within the 
districts of Darrang, Sonitpur, Kokrajhar, Bongaigaon, 
Nalbari, Barpeta and Kamrup causing widespread panic and 
feeling of insecurity among the non-tribal population and 
also Bodos opposed to the secessionist ideology of the 
NDFB. The NDFB was first declared as an unlawful 
association under the Act on 23-11-1992. Since there has 
been no changer in the aims, objectives, policies, 
programmes and nature of violence of the NDFB, its 
declaration as unlawful association was extended from time 
to time as per fresh notifications dated 23-11-1994, 
23-11-1996, 23-11-1998 and the present notification dated 
23-11-2000, All the previous notifications were confirmed 
by the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunals 
constituted to adjudicate the matter. Even after declaring 
it as an unalwful association, the NDFB continued with 
secessionist activities and war of insurrection against the 
Government of India by stepping up its acts of terrorist 
violence including attacks on army/police/security forces 
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personnel, killing of army/police/security forcps 
personnel, looting of arms and ammunition from them with a 
view to demoralise the security forces. The outfit is 
known to have established a number of camps in Bangladesh 
inside Khagrasari District and in Bhutan opposite Darrang, 
Nalbari, Kokrajhar and Barpeta districts of Assam where it 
has trained more than 800 cadres. It has also established 
some training camps in Assam-Arunachal Pradesh border areas 
in Darrang and Sonitpur districts. The establishment of 
camps in Bhutan has facilitated the training of the NDFB 
cadres to go unchecked and has enabled them to continue 
with their depredatory activities in Assam after being 
trained there. During the period from 23-11-1998 to 
30-6-2000 altogether 240 incidents of violence attributable 
to the NDFB outfit were reported in Assam. During this 
period activists of the outfit killed 171 persons (28 
army/police/security forces personnel and 143 civilians) 
and also injured 121 persons including army/police/security 
forces personnel in the course of their armed attacks on 
the army/police/security forces personnel and civilians. 
During the same period the NDFB activists looted 43 numbers 
of arms of various assortments and 943 rounds of ammunition 
from the army/police/security forces personnel after laying 
ambushes against them. Besides, altogether 53 persons 
including Tea-garden Managers were kidnapped by the outfit, 
of whom 12 persons were subsequently released, 6 persons 






were killed and 35 persons are still in the captivity of 
the outfit. The NDFB activists looted an unspecified huge 
amount of money from various individuals, businessmen. 
Government officials, Tea-garden executives etc. in the 
Bodoland Autonomous Council area by way of extortion during 
the above period. Significantly, most of the cases of such 
looting/extortion by the NDFB have remained unreported to 
the Police as the aggrieved parties always seem to be 
unwilling to lodge any formal complaint with the Police due 
to fear of reprisal by the outfit. The NDFB has acquired 
large quantity of sophisticated weapons and it has 
recruited about 400 fresh cadres for sending them for 
training in Bhutan. It has embarked upon a policy of 
systematic extortion of huge sums of money from Government 
officials, members of business community and other civilian 
population. It has also continued with its strategy of 
ethnic cleansing by indulging in killing of immigrant 
Muslims, Bengali Hindus, Nepalis and Adivasis in the 
Bodoland Autonomous Council areas with a view to compelling 
them to leave their settlements. The latest targets of 
their orgy of violence are the Adivasis and several 
thousands have already been rendered homeless. Such 
Adivasis were sheltered by the Government in various relief 
camps but even some of them were gunned down by the NDFB 
when they came out of the camps to meet their daily needs 
like collection of firewood from the jungle, fishing in the 
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river etc. The NDFB has been setting up sanctuaries and 
training camps in Bhutan from where they have been safely 
operating by adopting hit and run tactics. The latest 
acquisition of sophisticated upgraded weaponry by the 
outfit from abroad has given the outfit more striking 
capability and has added a new dimension to the internal 
security scenario in Assam. Intelligence reports received 
from across the international border indicate that most of 
the top NDFB leaders are new in camps in Bhutan or 
Bangladesh wherefrom they are directing the operations of 
their cadres in Assam. Intelligence repots further 
indicate that the NDFB is making fresh preparations to 
launch concerted operations against the army/police/ 
security forces posts/patrol parties and to indulge in 
targeted killing rjf the- non-Bodos particularly the Adivasis 
and the immigrant Muslims. Along with the affidavit of 
Shri Jitender Bir Singh, Director (Assam), Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India a list of 32 major incidents 
of violence by the NDFB during the period from 23-11-1998 
to 30-6-2000 has been placed on record. 

(6) Shri G. K. Kalitha, Joint Secretary, 
Government of Assam (PW-9) has stated that during the 
period from 23-11-98 to 22-11-2000, the NDFB members were 
involved in numerous unlawful activities including 360 
murders/killings, 48 arms snatching and 58 kidnappings. He 
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has produced alongwith his affidavit a detailed chart 
giving the details of such activities/incidents. He has 
also stated that during the period from 23-11-2000 to 

10-3-2001, the NDFB activists resorted to 91 murders/ 
killings and 8 kidnappings. He has also produced a 
detailed chart giving figures of the incidents during the 
period from 23-11-2000 to February, 2001. He has pointed 
out that, joining'vitrh other unlawful organisations, NDFB 
has been giving calls to boycott celebration of 
Independence Day and Republic Day. He has produced 

documentary evidence to prove the allegation. To 

substantiate the allegation that NDFB has been indulging in 
large scale acts of extortions, Shri G. K. Kalitha has 

produced photocopies of several demand letters issued by 

NDFB to different persons/organisations for payment of 
money. 


' ' Shri R.D. Baruah, Superintendent of 
Police, Special Opration Unit, Government of Assam, Dispur, 
Guwahati has stated that his duty is to monitor the 
terrorist activities in the entire State. All the 

Superintendents of Police of various districts send to him 
their reports regarding the unlawful activities of 

terrorist organisations in the State of Assam. Based on 
such information he submits reports to the Government of 
as well as to the Government of India so that the 
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Assam 
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respective departments can take steps relating to 
deployment of military and para military forces to control 
terrorist activities of the terrorist organisations. 
According to Mr. Baruah, NDFB is continuing with the

NDFB, the NDFB has been indulging in various unlawful 
activities with a view to disrupt the sovereignty and 
integrity of India and to create a deep sense of insecurity 
among the people. 

(8) Shri M.P. Gupta, Superintendent of 
Police, Darrang District, Assam (PW-3) has given evidence 
regarding the unlawful activities of the members of the 
NDFB in Darrang District. He has mentioned the specific 
incidents on 23-1-99, 25-1-2000, 25-8-2000. 

(9) Mr. Anil Phukan, Superintendent of 
Police, Kokrajhar District, Assam (PW-4) has given evidence 
relating to the specific instances of unlawful activities 
by NDFB on 10-12-98, 12-12-98, 1-1-99, 31-7-99, 18-11-99, 
19-10-2000 and 22-1-2001. 

(10) Shri P.C. Neog, Superintendent of 
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Police, Barpeta District, Assam (PW-1) has stated that the 
members of NDFB are very active and are indulging in large 
scale unlawful activitis in Barpeta District. He has cited 
specific instances of unlawful activities by NDFB on 
27-2-99, 26-4-99, 2-9-2000, 19-9-2000, 8-11-2000, 
11-12-2000 and 21-12-2000. 

(11) Shri Anurag Tankha, Superintendent of 
Police, Nalbari District, Assam (PW-2) has stated that the 
members of NDFB are indulging in large scale unlawful 
activities in Nalbari District. He has cited instances 
like the incidents on 10-2-99 and 21-6-2000. 

(12) Shri P. K. Das, Superintendent of 
Police, Sonitpur District Assam (PW-5) has stated that the 
members of NDFB have been indulging in large scale unlawful 
activities in Sonilpm District. He has quoted the 
incidents on 30-5-99, 11-8-99 and 8-11-2000. 

(13) Shri G.p. Singh, Superintendent of 
Police, Guwahati City, Assam (PW-6) has stated that the 
members of NDFB are very active and are indulging in large 
scale unlawful activitis in Guwahati. He has particularly 
referred to an incident on 19-8-2000. 

(14) Shri P.D. Goswami, Superintendent of 
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Police, Government Railway Police, Pandu, Guwahati, Assam 
(PW-7) has stated that during the course of discharge of 
hi3 duties he found a number of cases of destroying and 
damaging railway tracks and platforms by NDFB militants. 
He has also made specific reference to the bomb blasts on 
30-7-2000 and 31-7-2000. 

(15) The Police officers who deposed as 
witnesses had brought the respective case diaries with them 
and the case diaries were perused by the Tribunal. 

( 16 ) From the materials and evidence on 
record, I am satisfied that the allegations against the 
NDFB contained in the Notification dated 23rd November, 
2000 stand proved. I am also satisfied that the Central 
Government rightly held the opinion that the activities of 
the NDFB are detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity 
of India and that it is an unlawful association. The 
Central Government was fully justified in declaring the 
NDFB as an unlawful association with immediate effect. 

(17) In view of the evidence on record I am 
of the view that there was sufficient cause for declaring 
the NDFB as an unlawful Association under the provisions of 
the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 as per the 
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Notification S.o. 1043(E) dated 23rd November, 2000. 
Hence the declaration made by the Central Government in the 
said Notification is hereby confirmed.
